Think Spring! The cold months are 
just not for me....so my husband, the 
smartest man 1 know, always tells me, 
just three months till GOOD weather. 
Since we are all in from the cold, it's 
time to get started on new projects, 
finish the ones we put down (to get 
ready for the holidays) and maybe do 
some mending. This is a good time to 
take inventory of your outfits and see 
how you can add to your wardrobe or 
redo some items. 

Time to pass on this little tip on 
yokes for your partners shirts. When I 
first started sewing our Square Dance 
outfits, І always made a matching shirt 
for my husband. Well times they are a 
changing, or maybe I'm sewing smarter? 
I buy several (lots) of white shirts for 
my husband and try to always buy the 
same brand. This way I can make 
yokes from the fabric of my outfit 
without too much trouble. From one of 
the ready made shirts I bought, I took 
off the yoke and used this as a pattern 
for the yoke to be made from the fabric 
of my outfit. Well this was just too 
much work. You have to separate the 
yoke from the sleeve, the neck, the 
shoulder stitching, you get the idea. I 
did just that and believe me when I got 
all the pieces back together, it just 
didn't look exactly neat. So here is 
what works for me. 

Trace the yoke by using wax paper, 
that's right, wax paper. Place the shirt 
on a hard, flat surface, lay the wax 
paper on the shirt, then trace one part, 
18 





at a time, us- 
ing the un- 
opened end of 
а реп. I usea 
closed felt tip pen. What ever you use, 
just be careful not to get any ink on the 
shirt. I label each piece, ie., Left Yoke, 
Right Yoke, etc. , and also add the brand 
of the shirt since all shirts are not 
created equal. My husband likes the 
neck band done, so I do the neck too. 
Once you have the pattern, you are all 
set to make matching yokes for your 
partners shirts. The wax paper has a 
tendency to pick up every little mark so 
be sure to retrace this onto heavier 
paper, brown wrapping paper works 
great. Now all you have to do is make 
the yoke from the pattern and you are 
ready with a quick matching shirt to 
your outfit. I just sew the yoke on top of 
the existing shirt, don’t bother taking 
the original yoke off. You can machine 
baste the yoke on the shirt for quick 
changes. This is what is done for most of 
our outfits. This works great for our 
holiday outfits, it just didn't seem 
reasonable to me to have a once a year 
shirt (next to my once a year outfit) 
hanging in the closet, You can take the 
yoke off and keep it with your outfit, so 
when the time comes to dress up all you 
have to do is baste on a yoke. This is 
easier if you sew the yoke all together as 
one piece, instead of the three pieces, 
pieced together. You can serge the 
edges with a decorative thread and this 
works as а little something extra on an

Now for the tips....be sure to take any 
dark colored yoke off a white shirt before 
washing, (this is where the basting 
comes in handy), you don't want to ruin a 
nice white shirt ifthe fabric on the yoke is 
going to bleed. I still prewash all my 
fabric before sewing, but sometimes 
there will still be that Murphy s Law thing 
and a surprise color shows up on 
something. Be sure to wash the yoke 
when you are washing your matching 
outfit, this way, if any fading is going to 
occur, it will happen to both fabrics and 
you won't have your outfit just a shade 
different than his yoke. I have traced 
several yoke patterns from different 
brands of Square Dance shirts and can 
tell you they don't mix and mingle well. 
By that I mean that a Malco yoke won't fit 
on a Mesquite yoke, or a Ely Plains. Also 
check to make sure that the shirts all 
have the same style back yoke. Some 
have a double point in the back while 
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02) 453-5161 
others vem just the one. Be sure to mark 
the pattern with the brand name and 
size. It s a good thing to keep these 
patterns in a zip lock plastic bag since 
they are small pieces. Be sure to shop 
around for these shirts. Sometimes at 
the State and National Conventions the 
vendors will have a two for the price of 
one on plain shirts. The matching yoke 
can be placed on any ready made shirt of 
any color that will coordinate with your 
outfit, not just a white shirt, you just have 
to have your eyes open for the perfect 
match that will compliment your outfit. It 
is always nice to have a matching shirt 
for your partner. Even if you don’t do 
your own sewing, you can still have a 
matching yoke made when your outfit is 
sewn for you. Then you can have 
matching outfits ready in a jiffy with 
some simple hand basting. Remember 
that sewing is fun, not some time- 
consuming chore and anytime I can find 
a short cut that works... 1] do it! 
Sew Happy!

We m" "—— that square 
dancing is dying. To paraphrase Mark 
Twain, the reports of its death may be a 
bit premature. Recently I heard about a 
wonderful dance with a crowd that 
filled the available space. It was called 
in Peterborough, New Hampshire by a 
group of four callers who bill them- 
selves as the Four-est Fire. They are 
Dan Guin, Ted Lizotte, Matt Auger and 
John Martin. 

My source reported that their 
average age is less by at least 20 years 
than the average age of the dancers 
that night. I also heard that they 
provided an "exciting" night of danc- 
ing. All four of them shared the calling 
in every tip. They wore costumes. They 
had strobe lights and smoke on the 
stage. The dance was lively - maybe 
even fast. My reporters loved it. They 
are also sure that most of the other 
dancers also loved it. Some had driven 
a hundred miles or more to take part in 
this exciting event, 

HOORAY!!!!! I have suggested 
many times that square dancing might 
have to change ils view of itself. I 
wasn’t sure what change would be 
needed - and I'm still not sure. But I'm 
thrilled to see this group of callers 
venturing away from “the way it’s 
always been.” I'm also pleased to see 
some of the long-time dancers support-

ing their experiments. 

When square dancing was in its 
most powerful growth period, І was 
about as old as the average age of the 
Four-est Fire. Some of that growth 
came about because I and other callers 
did some things that were “different.” 
We did what we thought would make 
square dancing more fun. That's 
clearly what these guys are doing- and 
it is equally clear that it is working - at 
least for the bunch of people who came 
that night. 

I am particularly intrigued by the 
location of that dance - the 
Peterborough Town Hall. In my first 
year of square dancing- 1947 - I danced 
to the calling of Ralph Page in that hall. 
I have called there myself not too long 
ago. As I looked out in that beautifully 
restored hall I found myself wondering 
if Ralph was squirming at the thought 
of what I was calling. He was never a 
big fan of “modern” square dancing. In 
his view we had pretty well ruined the 
kind of dance that he loved. 

Perhaps we did change it from the 
fairly formal recreation that he pro- 
vided. But over the years we gave a 
bunch of people a whole lot of fun with 
"our" kind of square dancing. If this 
new group of younger callers can find a 
kind of daneing that will continue that 
tradition, | say again HOORAY!!!

DIFFERENCES VS. U.S.A.

In December, I described a 4 week calling tour my wife and | made 
to New Zealand in August and September. This month I thought it 
would be interesting to list the differences between square dancing 
in New Zealand and in the U.S. at the Mainstream and Plus 
programs. Can we learn anything from dancers in New Zealand? 


1. Dancers square up quickly. Within 
30-45 seconds all squares are filled, 
There is very little begging of dancers to 
get up as often occurs in the U.S, 

2. People dance. They know how to 
move to music, they look good on the 
floor. In the U.S. much of our activity is 
not square “dance” but square “walk.” 

3. People will swing ut home if the 
caller ealls it, in both patter and 
singing calls. In the U.S. many if not 
most dancers ignore this call. 

4. Far fewer dancers sit out tips in 
New Zealand. 

Note: If after reading items #1-4 
someone is tempted to say: "The 
reason for (hese differences is that 
dancers inthe U.S are older,” forget it. 
The age distribution of dancers at the 
15 Mainstream and Plus dances [called 
was identical to that of the U.S., and 
this included many retired people. 

3, Singing call substitutions, When 
the patter portion of the tip is over 


people automatically leave the square, 
go to those sitting out, and personally 
invite them to take thelr place in the 
square for the singing call, in order 
that they may have a chance to dance 
too, Talk about the square dance 
spirit in action! 

б. Extra girls at a dance аге not a 
problem, because most of them have 
learned the boy's part. So two girls 
dancing together is quite common, and 
the extra girls get to dance as much as 
anyone else. Contrast this with the 
attitude common in the U.S,, where 
girls say: “I don’t dance the boy's part,” 
so they sit most of the night. 

7. Identifying the girls who are 
dancing as a man is done by having 
them wear a bright red ribbon sash. 
The club keeps a supply of these on a 
table for whoever needs one, It is easily 
visible from all sides by the dancers 
and the caller. In ће U.S., if any 
identification is used at all, it will be

either a small badge which says "BOY" 
(which can not be seen from the back 
and is not readily visible even from the 
front), or a large bib (which most girls 
do not like). 

Note: I called in Sweden in Novem- 


ber and the red sash is being used 
there also. If clubs in the U.S. would 
adopt this procedure, it might encour- 
age girls to dance the boy's part. The 
sash looks sharp and everyone in the 
square instantly knows if a girl is 
dancing the boy's part. 

Note #2: When extra girls at a 
dance complain to me that they sit out 
much of the time and I then suggest to 
them that they learn the boy's part, you 
would think I wanted them to learn to 
Sky dive. In actuality there are only 
about 6-8 calls which are different for 
the boys; for the rest it is simply "the 
call" - there is no boy's part or girl's 
part. Girls who can dance the boy's 
part get all the dancing they want. For 
girls who refuse to learn the boy's part

- they can have fun sitting out. 

8. Dancers are far better at Main- 
stream and Plus than in the U.S. (see last 
month's article). 

9. Mainstream and Plus dancers 
love “at home" resolves in patter 
calling (ie. with no Left Allemande, 
Right and Left Grand or Promenade), 
and will applaud whenever this hap- 
pens. In the U.S. dancers feel this is a 
letdown and only seem to appreciate 
this starting at Advanced. 

New Zealand is one of the friendliest 
countries І have ever visited. Store sales 
clerks and owners are always asking 
about your trip, truck drivers regularly 
pull on to the shoulder on two-lane 
roads to let you pass, and gas station 
attendants automatically wash your 
windows. Add to this no tipping, no 
sales tax, low prices (due to very 
favorable exchange rates), and spec- 
tacular scenery (especially in the South 
Island), and this makes for a country 
that is definitely worth visiting.

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| have recently been doing some 
research at the facilities of the Square 
Dance Foundation of New England in 
Manchester. They have a wonderful 
collection and it is arranged and 
displayed beautifully. ] was easily able 
to find and study the earliest issues of 
both Sets /n Order magazine and the 
New England Caller which was the 
predecessor of the Northeast Square 
Dancer Magazine. 

It was fascinating to read about the 
enthusiasm of our leaders during the 
1949 - 1952 period. In the southwestern 
parts of our country the formation of 
clubs and the transition to "modern" 
square dancing was well underway. In 
New England the changes were slower 
to start and slower to take hold. 
Perhaps this was because our tradi- 
lional form of square dancing was 
more widespread than traditional 
dancing was in the southwest. 

The first "Festival" in New England 
that clearly included the modern form 
of square dancing was the First 
Atlantic Square Dance Convention that 
was held in Boston in 1954. Reviewing 
the program shows that the "hotshot" 
callers (like Joe Casey at that time) 
were programmed for no-holds-barred, 
sessions. That is certainly a "modern" 
idea about square dancing. The 
principle distinction between modern 
and traditional is that in the modern 
form the caller changes the pattern as 
he/she calls it while in the traditional 
form the pattern remains unchanged 
during the dance. 
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Milestone Award 9 

The earliest western clubs in New 
England were formed in 1949. The 
principle difference between them and 
the traditional groups that existed was 
classes. You learned the traditional by 
going toa dance and taking the number 
four position. That way you could 
watch the pattern a couple of times 
before it was your turn to do it. 

One of the surprising things | 
learned in my research was that the 
concern for what “level” the club 
should be showed up right away. In the 
first year of publication, Sets т Order 
answered the question by saying that 
the level “depends on how good a 
dancer your slowest member is,” | 
wonder how many of our clubs would 
tolerate that answer today. 

That question and answer reminds 
me of a bit of wisdom | got from Ed 
Gilmore many years ago. He explained 
that the urge to keep raising the 
standards pretty soon eliminates all 
but the most accomplished four 
couples. He went on to note that when 
one of them “isn't quite good enough to 
dance with the others” you have come 
to the end of square dancing. I wonder 
if our current attitudes aren't causing 
us to approach that point. 

It was fun, at the "Century Dance" 
that Joe Casey and I called, to hear 
folks commenting on how much fun 
they were having and then adding "and 
you guys aren't calling anything." It 
was clear that folks were enjoying the 
sociability and the dance choreogra- 
phy had faded in importance.

loofa. I was really impressed with how 
easy these are to do up. They can be 
adapted for any occasion, really done 
up to be very frilly or just a casual look. 
The fabric ones are even easier, you use 
fabric that has been 
cut with pinking 
shears in different 
shapes. You place 
the fabric on the pot 
al different angles in 
a random pattern. 
This gives a patch 
work look. After you

can, be crafters too! 

Now for sewing...Border prints are a 
favorite of mine but it gets harder and 
harder to find some that are not too 
juvenile for square dance outfits. What 
to do....you can find a spring fabric that 
can coordinate with you basic fabric 
and use it as the border. Well it really 
isn't a border but when you are finished 
with it, it will look like a border. Most 
outfits usinga border will be made using 
the gathered skirt instead of gored 
skirt. Cut the print fabric about 8 1/2” 
wide by the length of the skirt. Sew it to 
the basic fabric by either of two ways. 
Way (1) sew the print fabric to the basic 
fabric by placing the two right sides 
together about 7” from the bottom of the 
skirt. You then serge or sew the bottom 
hem as one unit. Way (2) join the fabric 
together as in way one but cut away the 
under layer of fabric and continue with 
the print fabric, hemming etc. Don't 
forget to finish the raw edge of the 
under(basie fabric) you don't want

fraying edges. You can add a trim to 
cover where the two fabrics are joined, 
but if you are selective with your choice 
of fabric you won't need to cover 
anything, it will blend in. Then continue 
making the skirt as usual. 

If you have the problem of too much 
bulk around the waist of a gathered 
skirt here is the remedy that works for 
me. Just take tucks all around the 
waist before you gather to fit your 
waist band. 1 used to be real precise 
and measure2 1/2" between tucks...now 
that ean take (oo much time so, just 
take a tuck, sew a dart about 7" long, 
pick up another tuck, sew a dart and so 
on and so on all around the waist 
edge..these don’t have to be exact, 
once you make a few darts you can 
wing it. Then it's time to gather the 
edge to fit the waist band. You can trim 
the excess material from the darts to 
help with the bulk. Hope this helps put 
some spring in your step!

More and more states are appoint- 
ing permanent marketing committees 
to promote square dancing on a state 
wide basis. For example, Jim Page is 
the founder and chairperson for the 
Committee for the Promotion of Square 
& Round Dancing in Maine. In 
Wisconsin, Greg & Joan Polly chair the 
Promotion Committee. 

Does your state or province have a 
marketing committee? You should! 
Don't wait for a national marketing 
effort. Now is the time to set up your 
permanent marketing committee so 
that you can create more awareness 
for the square and round dance 
activity in your state or province. 
Marketing works! That is a given. But 
don't expect immediate return on 
your time and dollar investment. As 
Jim Page said in a recent article in the 
Northeast Square Dancer Magazine, 
"We are not out to profit financially, 
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but need to spend money to build our 
activity. Effective advertising is ex- 
pensive in any form if it is done right. 
Though we must monitor our expendi- 
tures, to tag a "cost per head" on our 
recruits for at least the first few years, 
would be, in my opinion, hasty. We 
must raise money to help our 
increasingly difficult efforts to recruit 
the public to enjoy the wonderful 
benefits of square and round dancing. 
We must not look at the whole annual 
budget to advertise as coming from 
anyone's individual financial resource. 
It needs to come from a multitude of 
people, both dancers and public. Have 
faith in your efforts.” 

If and when à national marketing 
effort takes place, we will need state 
and province marketing efforts to tie 
into the national advertising cam- 
paign. So, why wait? Why not get 
started now. If you need help, please 
write, e-mail or call us. We can refer 
you to the people who are successfully 
marketing square and round dancing 
on a state wide basis now.

If 
they can offer new dancer dances more 
than once a year in Fairbanks, Alaska 
and Wausau, Wisconsin, so can you if 
you really want to increase your 
numbers in your community. 

Bernard Levin, Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia, reported that the Red Ribbons 
Squares in Santa Monica are using a 
unique idea to raise dollars. They have 
a sponsored dance system where 
members or other donors pay $100.00 
to have a dance dedicated to them, a 
friend or anyone they wish. The 
sponsor gets considerable publicity in 
their club newsletter as well as at the 
dance. The Red Ribbon Squares have 
collected $1000 in just nine months. It 
is an idea that works! 

There seems to be a trend starting 
where callers, cuers or clubs are 
getting their own dance facility. Frank 
& Carol Valenta built their own round 
dance studio as a part of their home in 
Fletcher, North Carolina. Harry 
Stubbe, a square caller, built his own 
dance hall on the vacant lot next door 
to his home in Schofield, Wisconsin.

If you are having difficulty 
finding adequate dance facilities at 
affordable prices, consider doing 
what these callers and cuers did - 
they built their own facility.

More and more clubs are having 
new dancer dance programs. Many 
clubs are now marketing on a year 
around basis, Some areas, states and 
provinces are doing marketing as best 
they know how. The number one ques- 
tion that we get is that “we don't know 
what works and what doesn't. We get 
very little feedback from the club and 
the new dancers." 

My answer to this question is "just 
keep marketing, keep trying different 
ideas and, most of all, don't quit mar- 
keting, keeping in mind that market- 
ing is made up of. PUBLICITY, PUB- 
LIC RELATIONS, ADVERTISING AND 
SELLING. Eventually you will see 
positive results." 

The number 2 questions is: "How 
can we improve our marketing efforts? 
Do you have any fresh ideas?" 

My answer is: "We suggest that your 
state or province have an annual edu- 
cation seminar that covers the prin- 
ciples of marketing and enthusiastic 
positive leadership." In many areas 
these education seminars are called 
Mini-Legacies." Can you imagine the 
impact your efforts will have on square 
dancing in your state or province if you 
had an annual *marketing know-how" 
session for club leaders to attend? If 
you would like to put on a marketing & 
leadership seminar and need some às- 
sistance, give us a call. We can help

and we know others who can help you. 

We are amazed with the number of 
requests for free sample placemats 
that we received over the past couple 
of months. Putting Placemats in fam- 
ily restaurants is probably the most 
cost effective advertising effort you 
cando. The key is "keep marketing 
year around." 

Marketing is increasing; the num- 
ber of new dancers is increasing, but 
what about dancer retention? I think 
our number one problem in the square 
dance activity is dancer retention. 
Why do we lose new dancers? Every- 
body has some ideas. Some say that 
there is too much to learn in too short 
of a time. In other words, the new 
dancers get frustrated and quit. Some 
say it is square dance attire. Many 
clubs have no dress code and some of 
their dancers come to dance in 
*street" clothes. But nobody really 
knows why dancers quit. 

Maybe it is time for LEGACY and/or 
USDA to design a National data base to 
input important information about new 
dancers and then track these dancers 
for a period of at least five years. Reli- 
able information is so important to the 
decision-making process. We have to 
know where we have been; we have 
to know where we are; and we have 
to know where we are going. And we 
can only learn about where we are go-

ing by getting accurate information 
from new dancers. LEGACY & USDA, 
are you listening? 

Also it is time for our National caller 
organizations to honor callers who are 
making a difference in the real square 
dance world. How about a special rec- 
ognition award for the top 10 callers 
who taught the most new dancers in 
the previous calendar year? How about 
a special recognition award for the top 
10 callers who started new clubs in 
communities that don't have a square 
dance club? Every community with a 
population of 1000 or more people 
should have a square dance club. In 
the past, we pretty much relied on ex- 
isting club leadership to recruit new 
dancers. І think it is time for all of us 
to get involved in dancer recruitment. 

I was recently asked if the economy 
has an influence on the number of new 
dancers, i.e., when the economy is 
down, new dancer counts are down. My 
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Executive ability is deciding quickly and 
getting somebody else to do the work.

answer was “No” because we have ar- 
eas all over the country that are healthy 
when it comes to the number of new 
dancers. The common denominator of 
these “healthy areas” is year around 
marketing and enthusiastic positive 
leadership. If you have this combina- 
tion of effort you will have a successful 
recruitment program. 

If you are still reading this column, 
we suggest you reread and study the 
ideas in this column. And then deter- 
mine what you can do to help make our 
square dance activity better. Together 
we can make a big difference!

Apple Crisp 

Areal family dessert. Very good on a 
cold winter night. Heat oven to 350°. 

Spread in an 8x8 inch square pan, 
4 cups sliced apples. Sprinkle with 
mixture of 1/2 cup water, 1 tsp 
cinnamon, 1/2 tsp salt. 

Work together until erumbly, using 
pastry blender, 1 cup sugar, 3/4 cup 
sifted flour and 1/2 cup soft butter. 

Spread crumb mixture over apples. 
Bake uncovered for about 40 minutes. 
Serve warm. Serves 6. 


March is a good time to make a batch 
of cookies and warm up a cool kitchen. I 
have a recipe I hope you will like. 


Pecan Sandies 

A suggestion you may like is to make 
them a good size and add mini chocolate 
chips, about 1/2 cup. 
1 € butter 
1/3 € granulated sugar 
2 tsp water 
1 TBSP pure vanilla extract 
2 C sifted flour 
1 € chopped pecans 
1 € powdered sugar 

Cream butter and sugar. Add water 


and vanilla extract and mix well. Blend 
in flour and nuts. Chill the dough for at 
least 1 hour. Shape the dough into 
small balls or crescent shapes. Bake 
on an ungreased cookie sheet at 325° 
for about 20 minutes, Remove from the 
pan and cool slightly. Roll in or 
sprinkle with powdered sugar. Yields 
about 5 dozen.

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Many clubs, these days, are having 
some difficulty with finances. Smaller 
crowds are attending weekend 
dances which provide the primary 
source of income. It is natural to look 
for ways to cut costs. Finding a less 
expensive hall is one way. Hiring less 
expensive callers is another. Some- 
times clubs are able to negotiate lower 
fees with callers who have charged 
more in the past. 

Cutting cost is not the only 
approach that offers hope. In some 
areas the clubs have gotten together to 
see that their schedules don't compete 
with each other. That lets the existing 
dancers support each of the clubs 
rather than having to choose between 
competing clubs in the same area on 
the same night. Some clubs have tried 
to offer programs that appeal to 
everyone with alternating Mainstream 
and Plus tips and an A-1 tip at 
intermission. Unfortunately, that can 
often end up just being a bad dance that 
satisfies no one. 

The approach of negotiating with 
callers and cuers is a reasonable one to 
consider. When a club plans to take 
this approach, however, it would be 
wise to give the job to someone who has

some understanding of how fees are 
caleulated. Callers and cuers tell me 
many tales that suggest club contacts 
don't always understand the various 
ways caller fees are quoted. Some of 
these are: a fixed fee, a base plus some 
amount for each square over some 
number or a percentage fee with a 
minimum. There are advantages and 
disadvantages for both the club and the 
caller in each of these arrangements. 

Another fee matter that sometimes 
happens to caller/cuer partner teams 
is the club expectation that a cuer 
married to a caller is worth less than 
one who isn't. Clubs seem to flinch 
when a couple quotes a fee for both 
calling and cueing that is higher than 
they expect to pay a caller. They seem 
to forget that they are getting both 
services for that one fee. Often that one 
is resolved by askingthe club what they 
usually pay each for the caller and cuer 
and then pointing out that the 
combined fee is less than that total. 
Occasionally the couple will agree to 
work for the sum of the usual caller and 
cuer fees - because the total is higher 
than they quoted. 

Certainly, there is every reason for 
à club to ask for a lower fee than the

one a caller or cuer first quotes. It is no 
insult. Callers are selling a service. 
Most will consider alternative rate 
offers. On the other side of the 
question, though, is fairness. Many of 
us feel it would be unfair to work for а 
club at a lower fee than we are paid by 
other clubs in that same area. In 
exceptional cireumstances exceptions 
can be made. In general, though, I feel 
that [ should maintain a standard rate

If you want an exceptional fee 
concession, explain why the circum- 
stances are exceptional.

I suspect with square 
dancing numbers down ev- 
erywhere, the suggestion of 
considering yet another dance will 
be met with skepticism. However, 
my experience in attending the 
Florida Sunshine Festival with over 
1800 dancers in attendance made 
realize that if a pood or unusual 
dance opportunity is offered, square 
dancers will attend. At the Sunshine 
Festival, in addition to snow birds being 
here from all over the eastern half of the 
U.S. and Canada, there were many 
dancers from Georgia, both N and S 
Carolina, Alabama and Mississippi. The 
Sunshine Festival has been on going for 
24 vears. This year over 200 dancers 
came who had never attended. before. 
The festival is growing in the face of 
decreasing numbers of square dancers. 

Some questions while we have the

the success of a Northeastern, U.S. 
dance Festival? Could dancers be pulled 
from the Maritime Provinces and part of 
Canada if national callers were utilized? 
As the number of dancers decrease what 
would be the success of reaching further 
for dancers to attend such a Northeast- 
ern Festival? What would be a suitable 
Northeast location? Would the festival 
need to be held in late summer or carly 
fall to catch dancers after vacations and 
before moving south? What type of 
organization and sponsorship would it 
take to pull off such a festival?

Apparently the Florida Festival 
believes it will continue to work as they 
plan to move another wall (о make 
room for more than 80 squares in 2001 
for the Plus level. And at the same time 
there will be other halls with Plus DBD, 
A-2, C- 1 and Rounds.

OF NEW ENGLAND 
NEWS FROM THE ARCHIVES 


Round Dance Convention of which the 
very first took place in 1965 in 
Manchester, NH. The primary hall was 
the State Armory and primary hotel 
was the Carpenter. This convention 
featured a Grand March, shuttle bus 
service and every dancer had a ribbon. 
It was headed by Don & Cornelia Scott. 
In 1966, Joe & Helen King became 
Chairman. Descriptions of the Kings at 
that time included charming, vibrant, 
proficient and prominent dancers and 
well known throughout New England. 
We surmise from the information in our 
archive center that their brand of 
friendliness instilled enthusiasm which 
becomes the ground swell in making 
things happen. The second year 
convention featured hot hash, live 
music, a fashion show, a panel 
diseussion. Registration was $5 a 
couple and room rates ranged from $7 
to $15 a night. Some things change, 
some things don't.

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I don’t usually discuss issues in this 
column that primarily concern callers, 
However, since this is convention month 
and this issue does affect dancers, if only 
indirectly, l'm making an exeeption. The 
subject is the programming of the New 
England Convention. It is à perennial sore 
point for many callers. 

First, let me say that those callers who 
do volunteer to call at the convention 
should be congratulated and appreciated 
by everyone, Without them it wouldn't be 
much of a convention. That said, the 
question is how does the programmer 
decide who calls when, The first step is an 
invitation sent to all cligible callers, (Only 
those who are full members of a NECCA 
Association or are “club callers” for an 
EDSARDA member club are cligible.) 

The registration. form asks callers 
when they will be available to eall - what 
hours and what days. It also asks them to 
list a first, second and third choice of 
program they want to call. They are then 
asked what other dance programs they 
would be willing to call if needed. A 
regular example of the need for callers is 
the Advanced Program. Only a very few 
'allers list either A-1 or A-2 as programs 
they want to call. In order to provide these 
programs all who are able and willing to 
call them will be kept busy in the 
Advanced halls. 

An annoying problem for convention 
programmers is the caller who lists 
himself as available only from 8 - 11 on 
Saturday night and lists as his or her first 
program choice the PLUS Program. This 
caller then gets very upset to learn that 
they have not bcen included on the 
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Milestone Award „# 


convention program, Usually this kind of 
restrieted availability is for onc of the not- 
very-active callers. They do it in the hope 
that they will be given a spot in the big hall 
in prime time. Programmers try to be fair 
but, when the caller isn't being fair, I don't 
have much sympathy if they don’t pet 
programmed, 

Sometimes callers who think they 
haven't been treated fairly point at all the 
calling spots that. some other caller has. 
They fail to notice that many of those are in 
the Advaneed halls where the few callers 
who are willing to call Advanecd if needed 
are being overused. 

Convention programmers work hard. 
They are frequently criticized and 
accused of favoritism. They are seldom 
thanked for the huge amount of time 
they putin and the care they exercise in 
trying to be fair. It is close to the 
ultimate thankless job. Callers contrib- 
ute their services to help make a good 
convention, In return they hope that 
they will “look good” at the convention 
and that some dancers will discover 
them and hire them to call. Where and 
when they are programmed does make 
a difference, The programmer tries to 
balance all these issues. 

I would urge all dancers to appreciate 
- and hire - those callers who volunteer 
their services. I would also urge the 
callers to understand that the program- 
mer does the best he can in a diffieult job. 
We need you all to make the convention 
the fun it should be. I hope we'll see many 
of you there, Manchester has a history of 
providing great conventions. I'm sure 
this will be another.

Last fall Jim Mayo wrote in his column that some callers 
are not calling smooth dancing, that “dancers are not taught 
much about smoothness these days,” and perhaps this is one 
reason why people give up square dancing “because it stopped 


feeling like dancing.” 


1 agree completely. The use of awk- 
ward malerial by callers is à 
deep-seated and chronic illness which 
has been present for years, is not go- 
ing away, und yet, like the embarrass- 
ing family secret, is rarely discussed. 
Why do eallers use awkward material? 

1. They read it somewhere, in a 
muguzine or note service, and be- 
lieve that anything that appears in 
print must automatically be OK, 
But who overseas the caller note 
services? No one. 

There are some good caller note ser- 
vices, but there are others which con- 
tain awkward material, When I pointed 
oul to the owner of one prominent note 
service that he had awkward material 
in every issue, and that Caller Coaches 
and caller associations agreed with me, 
he did not want to hear it and criticized 
me for raising the subject, 

Is this good for square dancing?

New callers see this material and as- 
sume it must be OK since it is in a note 
service. So they starl using lhese awk- 
ward combinations and the problem 
perpetuates itself. 

2. The material is convenient for 
callers, to move certain people to cer- 
tain places to achieve a desired for- 
mation or to work toward a Left Al- 
lemande. Their entire focus is on the 
end result, so they ignore (ће awk- 
ward material they use to achieve 
that end result. 

3. Most callers are men, so they con- 
centrate on what is smooth for the men 
and forget about the ladies. The result 
is that ladies are affected more than the 
men by awkward material, 

Specific examples. 1. Star Thru - 
Veer Left. This combination, called from 
normal facing lines, is known as a "call- 
ers! eombination" because it is a quick 
way for the caller to move the square 
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from facing lines to two-faced lines. The 
problem is that this combination plays 
crack the whip with the girls and is not 
comfortable for them. This is a combi- 
nation which should never be called. 

What is the solution? Every time 
this combination is called, dancers 
should go up to the caller after the tip 
and object. This will get the caller's at- 
tention real fasi. 

Will the dancers do this? No, be- 
cause almost all dancers are afraid to 
ever criticize any material the caller 
uses, even if that criticism would ben- 
efit square dancing by reducing the 
amount of awkward material used. But 
this is a topic for another column.

2. Centers Pass Thru - Veer Left. A 
blatent sudden shift in direction which 
is awkward for everyone, but is a quick 
way for the caller to get the dancers to 
two-faced lines. So the caller calls it and 
never considers that the combination 
is not smooth. 

3. Heads Star Thru - Zoom, A di- 
reci reversal of body flow for all the 
heads, even if the Star Thru is only 
partially done. Yet this combination is 
printed regularly in note services. This 
combination should never be called, 
and dancers should object after the tip 
when it is called.

Keep It Simple 
and Short

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CLUB LEADERSHIP NOTES 


Bernie Coulthurst 


We have received a couple inquiries 
concerning “What do you do when your 
club or orgunization has the wrong per- 
son as president or chairman?” You re- 
ally have three choices: (1) “tread wa- 
ler" until the next election assuming 
that the No. 1 position in the organiza- 
tion is elected and nol appointed; (2) 
vote with your feet and leave the club; 
and (3) work towards positive change. 

Most people select Choice 1 and do 
nothing while they wait out the term of 
the "ineffective" leader. Most organi- 
zations can survive a year or two of 
poor leadership but not anymore. A few 
people take Choice 2 and leave the club 
and go elsewhere for their dancing plea- 
sure. These two choices are not the 
best course of action but they are easy 
to make and implement. We will con- 
centrate on Choice 3 - work towards 
positive change. 

What can you do without hurting 
someone's feelings and causing consid- 
erable ill will? The first thing you can do 
is speak up at the next meeting in a posi- 
tive way, keeping your comments in a situ- 
ational mode instead of a personal mode. 

For example, let's assume that your 
club's problem is not getting very many 
guests at your dances and you think the 
reason for the lack of guests is 

. The first 
thing you do is ask the current leader 
to put your subject on the next 
meeting's agenda. The item could read 
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something like this: “Lack of guests at 
our dances", Getting your topic on the 
written agenda almost guarantees you 
that the subject will get discussed at the 
next meeting. If it doesn't get put on 
tbe agenda, ask the chairman or presi- 
dent (in a polite way) at the meeting as 
to why it was not put on the agenda us 
you requested. You can use your imagi- 
nation as to what will happen - the top- 
ics usually get discussed. If the discus- 
sion goes nowhere, suggest to the chair- 
man that he or she appoint a task force 
to study the issue and report back at 
the next meeting or dance, 

The key to getting positive change 
is to keep the discussion situational and 
not personal in the greatest positive 
way. Go for consensus! 

Let's look at another example, Let's 
assume that the officers of the elub are 
elected but everybody knows that the 
caller or whoever really runs the show. 
This example is a little tougher but the 
same rules apply - keep it situational. 
Ask for opinions and comments and let 
the minority be heard but have the ma- 
jority rule. In this scene, something will 
have to give - the caller has to change 
his or her ways or the club leaders will 
have to make some tough decisions like 
having a club caller call at your dances 
once a month instead of every dance. 
(This is a good idea anyway.) We sug- 
gest that clubs have a club caller for half 
of the club dances and guest callers for

the remaining half. Your club members 
will be happier and you will get more 
guests attending your dances. 

Let's look at a third example. The 
leader of your state or provincial square 
and round dance association is not do- 
ing his or her job according to the pur- 
pose of the organization. (What do you?) 
Follow the same suggestions mentioned 
above. If no changes result because of 
your efforts, lobby for the appointment 
of a task force to study the issue. Try to 
get on the task force - even volunteer 
publicly at the meeting. It is very rare 
that a task force recommends that an 
individual resign or that an officer be 
removed according the organization's 
bylaws. Most often the current leader 
will change his or her ways and do more 
compromising for the remaining time of 
his or her term. As a last resort and you 
don't want to be involved with the cur- 
rent leadership, you can “vote” with your 
feet and take whatever action is neces- 
sary - even publicly resigning from the 
organization. Who knows? If your case 
is strong enough others may follow your 
leadership and resign or walk out too. 
Sounds like polities, doesn't it? Well, 
that is exactly what it is as people jockey 
for power, control and influence within 
the organization and the activity, 

Let's look at a fourth example, the 
final one. Let's assume you dance regu- 
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larly at a caller run club and things are 
changing in ways that vou don't like. 
This is a tough one. You can suggest 
change but don't really expect much 
results. After all, it is her or his club 
and he or she will run it the way they 
want to until it starts affecting their 
pocketbook. Putting it another way, if 
you are really unhappy with dances at 
a caller-run club, your best bet may be 
to vote with your feet. 

In summary, follow the basics for 
positive change - be positive; keep it 
situational - NOT personal; encourage 
discussion and go for CONSENSUS! 
Positive and strong leadership is the 
only workable answer! 

One last word: Cathie Burdick, 
former editor of American Square 
Dance magazine, always preached the 
importance of the Nominating Commit- 
tee and now you know why she is right. 
If your organization had the right nomi- 
nating committee, most of the above 
problems would have never happened. 

Till next time, happy dancing, it is 
a pleasure that will not last forever.

As | write this column I am making 


plans to attend the CALLERLAB 
Convention which, this year, will be in 
Las Vegas, Nevada. This convention, 
like most, is an opportunity to visit with 
friends some of whom we have known 
for decades. These friends also come 
from all over the world and, as is true of 
most of our friends, they share our love 
and concern for square dancing. 

Last year the folks who attended 
this Convention raised over $10,000 to 
start a fund in the Foundation for the 
Preservation and Promotion of Square 
Dancing to begin a professional 
marketing job for square dancing. 
The plan was (and is) to do some 
research to identify what problems 
there may be in the non-dancing 
public's view of square dancing. 
Based on that research we plan to use 
professional market consultants to 
help us start to make the public 
attitude toward square dancing as 
favorable as it can be. 

With a lot of effort by many callers 
and lots of donations by many, many 
square dancers that fund has now 
grown to more than $60,000. The first 
research project has been contracted 
and the second will probably be under 
contract when you read this. This may 
be the first time that the whole square 
dance community has gotten together 
on a promotional project. 

What we have already done is a 
good start. We havea plan and a way to 
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coordinate our efforts to spread the 
word about how much fun square 
dancing is. Perhaps you have noticed 
that, in the past, we have often been so 
busy having fun that we didn't pay 
much attention to telling other folks 
about it. We hope that the new 
marketing program will help to remind 
us all that telling the world about the 
fun of square dancing is a full-time 
thing. We also hope that when you get 
a chance to donate to the support of 
this project you will be generous. 
Marketing is a continuous process. 

One way to help make square 
dancing more accessible is to make 
classes available more often than once 
a year. A number of groups are trying 
this and having considerable success. 
It's called multi-cycle teaching and the 
ideais to start a new group every 10-15 
weeks. Two, or even three, groups can 
run on a single evening in a hall by 
shortening the teach time to 1 '% hours. 
The first group folks who recruit their 
friends for the next group can come 
early and dance with them. 

The NECCA Clinic this year on 
September 17 will bring the caller for 
one of the most successful of these 
programs to New England. His name is 
Mike Seastrom and he has built a very 
successful program in southern Cali- 
fornia with multi-cycle classes. Inter- 
ested dancers will be encouraged to 
attend. Save the date and talk to your 
caller to find out more.

25-32 Left-hand person repeats action of right-hand person, ducking under arch, 
Center person follows. On the last two counts, the two outside persons 
move forward to a new center person and the dance begins again.

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The Square Dance 
Then and Now 


This article represents our views as 
square dancers. We started in 1946. 
This was a time of growth for the 
square dance population and clubs 
flourished in the United States. What 
helped make it popular and easy to 
learn was the result of the efforts of 
Bob Osgood and “Pappy” Lloyd Shaw 
who started the standardization of all 
calls in 1935 so that square dancers 
could dance to the same calls at any 
location. The club we belonged to in the 
1970's still has on its banner "We 
Dance For Fun" and has remained 
Mainstream. Thirty-five years later it 
is stil! poing strong and is continuously 
being reinforced by the addition of new 
dancers. Starting around 1975, the 
gradual introduction of higher levels of 
calls eventually added up to ten (10) in 
all, and started the separation of 
dancers from each other. 

The awareness that the imposition 
of higher square dance levels was 
causinga significant drop in the square 
dance population was reflected in the 
opinions expressed al educational 
panels and symposiums at national 
square dance conventions since 1980 
at which we participated nine times as 
moderators or panelists. The club 
officers and members attending were 
even then expressing their dissatisfac- 
tion with too much to learn in too short 
a time and too many levels after 
graduation into Mainstream. The push 
toward higher levels resulted іл 
dissatisfaetion by many dancers to 
becoming "Perpetual Students." 

When there was just one category of 
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the square dance, there were between 
ten and twenty-five squares in atten- 
dance at dances, The size of the 
attendance was then based on the skill 
and charisma of the caller, the density of 
the population in the area of the club's 
location, and the convenience of a good 
location of the club. At that time period 
in the area where we danced, most clubs 
danced twice each month. This plan 
encouraged dancers to visit or raid 
other clubs and to dance more 
frequently to other eallers. It also made 
allowance for the fact that there were 
other social activities that the square 
dancers might like to participate in. 

Today, club membership has dwindled 
and attendance has fallen in many areas 
tothreeorfoursquares perdance. With 
that small attendance, clubs scheduling 
a dance once every week have consider- 
able difficulty in meeting expenses, 
particularly the increasing cost of 
renting a hall. One suggested solution is 
to have club dances twice each month, 
possibly alternating with another nearby 
club. One example of the consistent drop 
in members, is our regional association 
which had a membership of 630 
members in 1982, 498 in 1988 and in 1998 
we had 218 members, During the past 
twenty years, dancers expressed their 
dissatisfaetion in being "perpetual stu- 
dents" and voted with their feet and 
walked out. 

In 1990 a new generation of callers 
gave recognition to the fact that it was 
the callers who developed the system of 
“programs” and that, because of its 
damaging effect, it was logical that it 
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should be up to the callers to now 
abandon that system and return to some 
form of the original plan which had 
produced the greatest growth. These 
callers proposed a program which is 
essentially a return to that original 
concept and to call it simply the square 
dance. This would reduce the field to just 
three programs which would be Square 
Dance, Advanced and Challenge. 

It took twenty years to reduce the 
square dance population to the lower 
membership that itis today. It may take 
five years or more to turn it around and 
start filling our square dance halls 
again. It is time now to move from talk to 
decision and action. In Florida, 24% of 
all clubs are Mainstream and 48% are 
Plus and higher. Gradual acceptance of 
a "Square Dance" category by the 
Mainstream and Plus clubs would bring 
an increase to 72% of all clubs that 
could accept new graduates. There 
must be a broader base of clubs that 
new graduates can graduate into and 
that will keep them. 

Accepting and strengthening the 
first category of "Square Dance" should 
merit the support of all Advanced and 
Challenge dancers, for if there is no 
change fortheoming, the square dance 
population will continue to decline, 
there will be fewer new dancers to feed 
into these clubs and conceivably, they 
will be the first to disappear from the 
scene. Dancers and callers need to work 
together and concentrate more on being 
caretakers of the square dance activity 
and less on elevation of dancers to the 
higher levels. 

The gradual decline in the square 
dancer population during the past 
twenty-five years is not due entirely to 
the imposition of the additional "Levels." 
There has been growing competition by 
other social activities such as bowling, 
tennis and golf. Better promotion and

packaging will be needed to bring the 
awareness and pleasures of the square 
dance to the attention of the non dancers. 
To summarize, we propose the 
following changes to stop further 
decline of the square dance population 
by returning to the original objective 
and that is to promote and develop 
square dance clubs based on fun and 
fellowship (not proficiency). 
(1) Eliminate-all-square-dance "Levels" 
(2) Apply the following three catego- 
ries of the square dance, with classes 
for each category. 
(a) Square Dance 
(b) Advanced 
(c) Challenge 
Much of the information and views 
contained in this article were learned 
from interested dancers and callers 
and also from articles in square dance 
publications. This is not and should 
not be assumed as an adversary 
situation, pitting dancer against caller 
or vice versa, but rather a "grass roots" 
movement by all of us (dancers & 
callers) working together as family, to 
revamp the procedures and guidelines 
to prevent further loss of dancers and 
callers when clubs have folded. All of 
the above recommended changes will 
take understanding, time and much 
cooperation to gain acceptance. We 
have all talked about the decline in the 
square dance population for several 
years. It is now time to do something 
about it. The dancers are paying all of 
the eosts in our activity. It is time for all 
of us to make our wishes known to our 
club and association officers and 
callers and caller-run clubs. It is 
essential that all of us work together to 
assure that there will be acceptance of 
the "Square Dance" concept in our 
particular areas in the near future.
